yp HE ancient lore of the natives often refers to two Win- 


ters without an intervening Summer. Well, we had 


experience—almost! June, July and August were 


cold and wet. It was not exactly Winter weather. 
We had no snow or frosts. It was lke a wet, disagreeable 
Fall all Summer long! Let this do for the weather. 

In the early part of June, Br. and Sr. Schwalbe, with their 
daughter, returned to the field, after a pleasant year in your 
midst. We were happy to have them back, both for the sake 


of their fellowship and-also because of the necessities of the 


work. 
Manual Labour. 
There certainly was a mountain of work to face. First 
of all there was the regular routine ‘of receiving the supplies 
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for all of the stations from the ship, and then freighting them 
to the coast stations. Saw-logs were again piled on the beach 
up to one-hundred-thousand feet or more. These had to be 
sawed, and rough boards had to be planed. 

In addition to these regular big jubs, other tasks were 
waiting. One of the mission-houses had to be raised from 
the ground, as the sills were rotting. ‘The foundations were 
strengthened and a cellar was dug. In this a home-made 
furnace was set up and is now doing good service. 

Near the furnace the newly acquired ‘‘Kohler Electric 
Plant’’ was installed. ‘The two mission-houses and the store 
and shop were wired. The lighting plant has been doing very 
satisfactory service. Besides furnishing light, it also furnishes 
»yower for the washer used by both families. If it is more 
expensive than the old system of oil lamps, it 1s far more 
safe and satisfactory, and that means much in this “‘land of 
the long night.’ ’ 

The U.S. Signal Corps elected to set up a wireless station 
on the mission ground, and so we were constrained to un- 
dertake the building of suitable quarters for the operator in 
charge. Of course we hired labour for this purpose, but it 
was an added responsibility for us. Then, too, our native 
assistant had had no home provided for him. He had been 
living in a rented cabin. Now a neat, serviceable house has | 
been built for him. Though this was built largely without 
our direct supervision, yet it, too, added to our responsibilities. 

Nor would it do to conclude our remarks about building 
operations without mentioning the green-house built last Fall. 
Green-house gardening had been tested out in the make-shift 
house first built. That, as it had not been sufficiently well 
built, was partly destroyed by a severe storm about a year ago. 
We have endeavoured to build this new one wisely and well, 
profiting by our earlier effort. Time alone can tell how we 
have succeeded. 

Mission Work Proper. 

Sunday after Sunday, morning and evening services have 
been held. The Sunday-school, however, has been the bright- 
est aspect of our work. The children have shown a steady 
interest, and have delighted our hearts by their willingness 
to learn passages of Scripture anf by their hearty participation 
in the songs. The attendance! at the regular morning and 
evening services has fluctuated with the ebb and flow of visi- 
tors from all around. 


We were able to make only one up- -river trip during the 
Summer. Communion was given at Akiatsoak and at Tulssak. 
The Akiak people were too greatly scattered at the time. 
Some were in the mountains, others out on the tundra, and 
still others at the fishing camps. They have been visited

since by the Winter trail. On this latter trip, a visit to the 
newly formed village at Quigogaluk was included in the jour- 
ney. The inclusion of this new village was urged by our 
late Br. Kilbuck. The people hail largely from the old familiar 
Ogavik. Br. Kilbuck used to say, ‘‘Ogavik is so. surrounded 


by the graves of the dead that it is not a fit place for live® 


people to inhabit.’’ 


We found the people well and contented. They had an 
abundance of food. ‘The fish run in Summer had been ample 
for a good catch, and at present the rabbits are unbelievably 
abundant. Along parts of the river bank, the young willow 
shoots looked as if they had been mowed down with a scythe, 
and acres of saplings had been barked for their food. 


The up-river members continue to show a real live interest 
in the Word, and in the services at their chapels. On the 
other hand there is a depressing moral laxness among the 
young people. This is due, no doubt, in part to the fact that 
the extremely youthful marriages are no longer prevalent, and 
there is no doubt, also, that the white man’s dances encourage 
a boldness formerly looked upon with traditional disapproval. 


At this station we were able to rejoice with the children 
in a well rendered Christmas programme. We were particu- 
larly delighted to have had the help of Miss Henkelmann and 
of Mrs. Gierke in the preparation of the programme, and their 
constant help in the regular Sunday-school work is appreciated. 


We closed the year with a candle service on New Year’s 
Eve, and then gathered once more to fittingly close the year 
in His house at the midnight hour. With thankful hearts, 
and with faith in Him, we enter the New Year, for He will 
be the same to-morrow that He was yesterday and is to-day. 


In looking back over the half-year with our people, we 
consider the undertaking of the Akiatsoak people as the most 
encouraging experience. It is the more encouraging because 
the idea originated with the people themselves. It was Helper 
Neck who conceived the idea of using one of the young men 
whom he had taught to serve as a Helper in this far village 
of the Bethel District. He appealed to the ‘‘Akiatsoagamute’’ 
to support this Helper. To this call they cheerfully and 
enthusiastically responded. A day was set upon which they 
were to bring their donations. Most of them brought fish. 
These were sold later, and just the other day one of their 
elders turned over to the Mission the neat sum of $35.00. 
Later. on one of the Akiatsoak elders expects to visit their 
Helper and his people. This same village also donated fish 
for Helper David of Bethel, who for some years has not been 
able to do fishing. Other congregations have undertaken to 
meet their local congregational expenses, and to make an 
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annual collection for the destitute, but the above stands out 
as different from anything hitherto attempted. 
Good for the Akiatsoagamute ! 
May their spirit be contagious !

Quinhagak. 


Another half-year has rolled away, with its joy and sorrow, 
its labour and rest. In the following, we will endeavour to 
give an account of our life here during the last six months. 

Although labour has been plentiful, we too have experienced 
joy and sorrow and parting, such as this earthly hfe brings 
to all. Nevertheless we can only praise the Lord, for. at 
all times He has been with us, and His goodness has been 
renewed every day. 

Brother and Sister Drebert, with ‘‘our sunshine,’’ Wilhe, 
left us after our last Report was written. Our only wish 1s 
that their. furlough may bring much strength to them, and 
that they may find much joy and encouragement for body and 
soul, so that with renewed strength they can return to their 
work. 

A Wet Summer. 

The Summer season here did not bring us any Summer 
weather. We have had different Summers before: sometimes 
stormy and wet during their first half, but later fair, or the 
reverse. But this Summer it has been wet, dark and cool 
all the time. What this means here can hardly be under- 
stood by people who have not lived under similar conditions. 
All the mossy, swampy land was water-soaked. ‘To dig in 
the garden was neither easy nor agreeable, nor did the results 
look promising. The fish arrived, but the fishing, and the 
splitting and hanging of them up was wet work. Fortunately, 
every now and then there would be a day, or a half. day, that: 
would be dry, with a good strong wind blowing. These winds 
helped to dry the fish to the extent that all could be brought 
in unspoiled. 

After the fishing, several of the people began to build 
houses, and eight new houses were erected, but the work was 
very difficult. First of all, wood had to be brought by boat. 
Wood is now very scarce, as no new drift-wood has come 
down for several years. Then, what in a good season.two 
men could do in two days now took ten and twelve days. Wet 
and often half-rotten wood had to be hewn and fitted together. 
Sometimes nothing could be done for days, so that Winter 
ret in by the time the buildings were under roof. 
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The harvest in the gardens was poor. Light and heat had 
been wanting. | 

In such seasons sickness is likely to prevail. However, 
the children, although frequently compelled to be out in the 
wet, were not sick, and, in fact, no sickness of any conse- 
quence visited us. ‘This has seemed wondertiul to us. 


Bereavement and Sorrow. 


One sad accident occurred toward evening of the third of 
July. The river has cut a deeper channel in the slough on 
the north side of the village. Here there had been at one 
time a good landing place for the kiaks, when they came in 
loaded with fish. Several families had moved there, living 
in tents, ready for fishing. One of the families had a little 
girl of three years. ‘That evening she had just been seen 
near the tent. Then in a moment, when nobody saw her, 
she must have run to the bank of the river and fallen in. 
The swift current must have taken her at once out to the 
main river and out to sea. All the men went out at once 
in their kiaks, hoping at least to find her body if they should 
not find her living. But, strange as 1t may seem, she has 
never been seen any more. ‘The parents were very sad, and 
we all sympathised very deeply with them. We realised 
how poor is man’s comfort to such bereaved ones; yet we 
know that if not one of those, we might say useless, sparrows 
can fall to the ground without the Lord’s permission, far 
less could this child fall into the river without His knowledge, 
and certainly His angels were with her. We know that only 
the little body is lost. Her soul rests in the arms of her 
Saviour. 

Almost a ‘“‘Green Christmas.”’ 


In due time it turned colder, the ground froze, and at last 
we had solid footing again; and all were glad when feet were 
free from mud. Then we had some snow, but thus far little 
real Winter. The first snow soon disappeared from the effects 
of a southerly storm. The ice on the river was weakened 
and was scon carried away by the swift current. The lakes 
alone remained covered. Until the 23rd of December the land 
everywhere was entirely free from snow, and we almost had 
‘fa green Christmas,’’ but that it did snow the day before. 

Foxes were plentiful this year, but our people have been 
accustomed either to set their traps in the snow or to follow 
their track in hunting. . On account of the lack of snow, there- 
fore, few were caught or shot. 

Nevertheless a spirit of thankfulness has prevailed, and 
we reviewed the Lord’s goodness to us on Thanksgiving Day ; 
and in spite of the fact that furs, the only money here, were 
scarce, the thanksgiving offerings were better than ever, 
amounting to $60.00. 
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The school teachers arrived during the latter part of Sep- 
tember, and school was opened on October Ist. At the begin- 
ning there were more than 30 children; and more and more 
arrived, until at Christmas there were 67 in school, with others 
till to come. 

Christmas was a joyous time. Friends outside had helped 
us with some gifts for the children, and the teachers, with 
the girls, had done much sewing, in order to give all the 
children some clothing. The teachers, too, had taught the 
children Christmas songs and recitations. Then the five white 
men living here at present helped with gifts for the widows 
and the poor. Upon such occasions our church is too small. 
We now have 145 persons living here, and at such festivals 
visitors come from other places. Our church was crowded, 
and we hope that every one received a blessing. 


Mission Work. 


As no new people have come to Quinhagak, no adult bap- 
tisms can be reported. The people have been very considerate 
and friendly. All services have been well attended, and 
prayer is asked for whenever troubles and trials come. 

‘No mission trips could be made—in the first place because 
we have been too short-handed, and in the second place be- 
cause the trail has not been good. ‘The conditions were such 
that travel would have been exceedingly hard upon man and 
teast, and most of the time would have had to be spent upon 
the road. 

_ Ivan Pettuska is again caring for the people at Esk, and 
has, thank God, a number of good men there to help him. 

Josef Brown, although not regularly installed as a Helper 
at present, assists and teaches the people at Akiatsoak. 

Good News Bay and Portage Bay, we are sorry to say, 
are like orphans. We have no suitable Helper to go to either 
place, and the. mission force is getting smaller and smaller. 
Shall we baptise people, receive them into the Church, and 
then not care for them? ‘This, in former years, was our com- 
plaint against the Greek Church, and now we almost have to 
do the same. 

Pray that more workers may be found willing to build 
a the Lord’s kingdom! A wonderful and a beautiful opportunity 
a is here, to teach the children, who in future years will either 
honour or dishonour the Mission; yet, at present, the schools 
are almost entirely out of our hands. At the same time the 
grown-up people long to have a friend to teach and to help 
them. Where are the workers? ° 

At the same time we thank our friends for all that they 
have done, and for all their prayers. Continue, please, to 
pray until all here shall know their Saviour!

Quigillingok. 


The Fishing Camps. 
As usual, for two months during the Summer the people 


of Quigillingok were at their fishing camps at the mouth of 
the Kuskokwim. One family only remained here. 


Three times the missionary visited the fishing camps, and 
twice he made the trip for mail and supplies from there to 
Bethel. At the camps there are always a large number of 
people from other villages, but sometimes it is difficult to hold 
services, particularly in rainy weather, as they must be held 
in the open alr. 

Once the missionary’s wife would have gone along to 
Bethel, but the Kuskokwim is far from here. Then, on 
account of the mud-flats, the boat has to go far out from the 
land and is often tossed about by the choppy waves. ‘These 
trips are always uncomfortable, especially when it 1s windy. 
We are always glad and thankful, therefore, when the weather 
is clear and calm. But there were not many such days dur- 
ing this past Summer. Most of the time the heavens were 
covered with clouds which poured forth their floods upon the 
swampy:tundra. As the water in the lakes near the station 
is not good, we have to depend upon rain-water during the 
Summer. ‘There is a large tank at the gable of the dwelling- 
house, into which the water runs from one side of the roof. 


Every Summer we have had plenty of water, but this Summer 


there was an abundance. 

Karly in October a white man, going by motor-boat from 
the Kuskokwim to a village near Nelson Island, undertook 
to bring our mail that had arrived at Bethel in September, 
but lost it in a storm not far from Quigillingok. We had 
waited for it for a long time and were sorry to lose it, par- 
ticularly as we learned that there were several letters among 
the mail, but we do not know from whom they were. 


Spiritual Matters. 


There is littl that 1s now to report about the spiritual 
hfe and work of our congregation. The work has gone along 
quietly and steadily. ‘The regular services have been con- 
ducted, and the average attendance has been good. There 
are some here, as, we suppose, everywhere, who are somewhat 
indifferent, and do not make use of their opportunities and 
privileges to hear the Word of God. 

Having no native assistant, the missionary himself con- 
ducts all of the services. A young man who was appointed 
Helper last Spring, but who should receive further instruction 
before entering fully upon his work, has been absent so much 
of the time that he has been of little help up to the present 
time, and it is doubtful whether he-will be of any help in the 
future. He is not salaried. ‘Realising how important it is 
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that a missionary should have a faithful native helper in the 
spiritual work, we are sorry that none can be found among 
the men here qualified for such a position. 


With regard to our work at the out-stations, or villages, 
the missionary here is like a man who has eight farms of 
uncultivated soil, on one of which he is living, while the 
seven others are far away. very year he visits his farms 
twice, and works on each for some days. When he comes 
again, he finds that the little work which he has previously 
done has not been enough to cultivate the soil, and that the 
seed which he has sown cannot grow and bear fruit without 
further care. However, we do not believe that the sowing 
of the seed of the Word of God has been in vain at these 
villages, but it 1s of very slow growth, and under the present 
conditions we cannot expect much more. ‘‘He that soweth 
sparingly shall also reap sparingly.’’ 

When we see the great need all around us, we are much 
impressed with the want of more help. We very much 
deplore the lack of trained, efficient and faithful native 
Helpers. Without these and without a school, it is impossible 
for one misslonary to do justice to the work of the station 
and of the distant villages, where 281 of our Christians are 
living surrounded by heathen. 


As told in our last Report, some men were appointed as 
Helpers last Spring. They were told to come together at 
the station for further instruction. At the end of August two 
of them came, and the missionary tried to teach them as much 
as possible. Unfortunately they remained here only one week. 
After they had gone the third one came, but a fourth could 
not come because he had been il. Two of these men are 
not yet able to keep any services, and the other two can do 
so only to a limited extent. 

The statistics show that the number of our members in 
this district has increased during the past year by 41. ° Six 
adult heathen were baptised, and 39 children of Christian 
parents, while 8 persons were confirmed. The total member- 
ship in the Quigillingok District is now 407, not including 13 
adherents, or ‘‘new people.’’ 

We close this Report with thankful hearts to our God and 
Saviour, through Whose grace we have been able to continue 
in our work among these Eskimoes. 

May the Lord our God graciously hear our prayers!

STATISTICS OF THE MISSION IN 
ALASKA, JANUARY 1, 1923. 
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The Bethel District has 8 out-stations; Akiak, 4; Quig- 
ilingok, 8; Quinhagak, 12. 

The Bethel Sunday-school has 95 scholars and 7 teachers ; 
Akiak, 102 scholars and 2 teachers; Quigillingok, 42 scholars 
and 1 teacher; Quinhagak, 115 scholars and 1 teacher; total 
of 354 scholars and 11 teachers. 

Bethel District is served by 2 missionaries, their wives, 
and 4 native helpers; Akiak, by 2 native helpers; Quigillingok, 
1 missionary, his wife, and 5 native helpers; and Quinhagak, 
by 1 missionary and 1 native helper.

REPORT OF THE MISSION AT MARTINEZ, 
FOR THE YEAR 1922. 


HE death of Br. 5. H. Rock, early in January, 1922, 
after he had served this station for four and a half 


years, left us very short-handed, as the Board had no 


one to fill Br. Rock’s place. This is the largest oi 
our Indian congregations in Southern California, and to give 
them only an occasional service would soon lead to the dis- 
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integration of the work which it has cost many years of patient 
toil to build up. 


Hence we put the situation before the Indians, with the 
result that they chose one of their number, Martin Lopez, 
to lead in the study of the Sunday-school lessons, promising 
that on their part they would attend every Sunday, and support 
their leader in every way possible. Mrs. Esperanza Lomas 
was chosen teacher of the Primary class. These two Indians 
are amongst the most progressive on the Reservation, and it 
is a matter of great encouragement to us that they have been 
willing to dedicate their influence to the furtherance of the 
Lord’s work amongst their own people. 


I have preached here and at the Potrero on alternate 
Sundays, and during the week my wile and I have visited 
the Indians in their homes as much as possible. ‘The greatest 
drawback to this arrangement is the fact that the two stations 
are sixty miles apart, and while the State highway is being 
Luilt travel over rough detours is hard both on ear and 
passengers. 

Much literature from the Inter-Church Commission has 
reached us, showing the need of making the rural church 
a social as well as a religious centre. If this be true amongst 
white people, it apples with even greater force to work on 
an Indian Reservation, where social advantages of an elevat- 
ing nature are almost entirely lacking. To meet this need 
we held a picnic in June, when seventy-six Indians sat down 
to lunch together, and spent one day in singing and playing 
games. On other occasions my magic lantern was made use 
of to entertain and instruct, and more gatherings of this same 
nature are planned for the future. 

After the hct weather was over my wife and I moved 
our headquarters to Martinez, in order the better to look 
after the work there. We have enjoyed the mild climate of 
the desert, and, excepting for colds and my yearly-occurring 
bronchial trouble; our health has been good. In fact, except- 
ing for the months of July, August and sometimes a part of 
September, no one could wish for a more delightful climate. 
Sister Weinland organised the Indian women into a sewing 
circle, which up to Christmas met twice a week. Numerous 
comforts and garments were made for distribution to the needy 
at Christmas. 


The Christmas exercises were held on the evening of 
December 25th. Our friends in the East had remembered 
our Indians liberally, so that every one who came reéeived 
some gift, besides candy and apples. .The singing was very 
creditable. Our Indian orchestra, consisting of piano, violin, 
cornet and trombone, added greatly to the enjoyment, and 
everybody was happy. 
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During the year hie Riservailed "hide were allotted to 
the Indians in severalty, each man, woman and child receiv- 
ing forty acres of good land. Strange to say, however, many 
of the Indians refused to accept their deeds. These objectors 
seem to be governed by several motives, amongst which may 
be mentioned :— 

They regard the division of land as the white man's way 
of doing things, and they prefer the old Indian, communistic 
principal of land tenure. 

Then, also, the uneducated ones are set against any inno- 
vation, no matter how beneficial that innovation may be. 

And, strange to say, this class of Indians want nothing 
to do with any agency or means that is calculated to help 
them to become self-supporting. They have been told that 
the white man has robbed the Indian, and that it is the duty 
of the Government to support them. So, let the Government 
do its duty and, beyond that, let them alone. Amongst this 
class of Indians the worker who will not beg for them 1s 
persona non grata. 

In this connection it 1s gratifying to be able to report 
that, with but few exceptions, the members of our congrega- 
tion have accepted title to their allotments. 

In numbers we have gained very little during this past 
year. In growth in grace we have seen much to encourage 
us, and we feel that it pays to devote our time and strength 
liberally in behalf of these dear people. 


REPORT OF THE MISSION AT THE POTRERO, 
FOR THE YEAR 1922. 


During the earlier years of our Mission work in Southern 
California, I spent no little time in itinerating amongst the 
Indians scattered through the mountains and valleys, preach- 
ing wherever [ could gain an audience, making frequent use 
of my magic lantern to illustrate the life of Christ, Pilgrim’s 
Progress, or Temperance topics. I always spoke in English; 
but, as many of the older Indians understood very little 
English, | employed an interpreter wherever it was possible 
to find one. 

One of these preaching places was at Warner’s Ranch, 
where a bright Indian girl interpreted for me on sever: ral occa- 
sions. Recently she told me :— 

‘‘L was a Catholic, and knew almost nothing about the 
Bible, or for that matter about the Christian religion. So, 
when you asked me to interpret for-you, I did it as I would 
have interpreted a case in the-court room—as accurately as 
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possible; but it was altogether an impersonal matter with 
me, being your religion, not mine. ” 

However, it set this girl a-thinking, and the Holy Spint 
did the rest. In the course of time she was sent to 'Carlisle 
Indian school, and after graduating she entered the Govern- 
ment Indian service as a teacher, married, after which she 
and her husband made their home at the Potrero, and attended 
our services more or less regularly. Her husband was a 
Catholic, but the working of the Holy Spint gave him no 
reace, and several years: ago the whole family joined our 
Church and at once became a power for good. 

When, therefore, the death of Br. Rock made it impera- 
tive that I should have some one to lead in the study of the 
Sunday-school lessons on the Sundays that I must be absent 
at Martinez, Mrs. Pasquale Armijo, who as a girl had inter- 
preted for me at Warner’s Ranch, became the logical choice. 
And her work is being blessed. Like the Shunamite woman 
of old, she possesses an unquestioning faith. Like the 
prophets of old, she pleads with and warns her people, which, 
coming from one of their own number, has more effect than 
if it came from one of another race. It isthe Lord’s doing. 
Let us thank Him for His marvellous leading, and never 
forget to sustain Sister Armijo by our prayers. 

Our celebration of Easter was marked this year by a strik- 
ing demonstration of the power of the Holy Spirit. A mother, 
past middle life, a member of our communion for years, 
expressed a desire to reconsecrate herself to the service of the 
Lord, and standing before the congregation she made a new 
confession of faith in Christ Jesus. At this service, also, a 
man of middle age, who had failed to find peace until he found 
it in faith in the cleansing blood of Jesus, made public con- 
fession and was confirmed. The church was crowded to hear 
these confessions, and many took home with them a new view 
of the saving power of Christ. 

On March 26th, Mr. P. M. Livingstone, an inmate of 
our Infirmary for a year and a quarter, died, being in his 
ninety-third year. 

During the year our Infirmary has been in almost con- 
stant use. It is of course free, to all Indians, and its con- 
venient, sanitary arrangements are greatly appreciated. 

On March 20th, a Conference on Indian Welfare Work, 
led by Mr. C. W. Linquist, Secretary of the Y.M.C.A. on 
Indian work, was held at Riverside. By unanimous vote this 
Conference placed itself on record as heartily endorsing our 
Moravian Indian work in Southern California. 

New shingles being an imperative necessity on the Potrero 
parsonage, the Indians gave free labour, and in two days the 
roof was complete. 
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For several years our work had been hindered by a Govern- 
ment employee who was a ‘‘wolf in sheep's clothing.’’ A 
sentence of seven years in the Federal prison at Leavenworth, 
and a fine of $8200.00 for robbing the Indians, has put a 
quietus to his machinations, since which we have been given 
Government employees to work with who are of a high grade, 
and who help instead of hinder our work. 

If the friends who remembered our Indians so liberally at 
Christmas could have seen how happy they made them, I 
reel sure they would have felt amply repaid for their kindness. 

Asking that you continue to support us and our Indian 
work by your earnest prayers, we remain,

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WEST INDIES (Eastern Province.) 


REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1922. 


HE work of the Moravian Church in the Eastern West 
India Province is conducted in nine islands. Santo 
Domingo in the Greater Antilles, the American Virgin 
Islands of St. Thomas, St. Croix, and St. John’s (St. 


Jan), and the British Leeward and Windward Islands of St. 
Kitts, Antigua, Barbados, Tobago and ‘Trinidad. Peoples 
under three different nationalities are represented in our con- 
gregations. In the island of Santo Domingo, which is Spanish 
in language and people, the country has been given greater 
autonomy since the withdrawal of the American marines, but 
the people are unsettled because of labour and _ political 
conditions, and are just now adjusting themselves to a 
change of Government. The people of the American 
Virgin Islands, Danish in thought and _ training for 
250 years, but transferred to the United States in 1917, 
are now rapidly imbibing American ideas more than 
ideals, and the transition is difMeult and confusing. The 
smaller British islands have a settled and conservative popula- 
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tioh, principally labourers on the sugar estates or, as is the 
case in Tobago and Trimdad, small proprietors dependent on 
the staple products of sugar and cocoa. In these latter islarids, 
especially Antigua, wages have fallen as low as 8 pence (16 
cts.) a day for female labourers, and one shilling (25 cts.) for 
male labourers, and cocoa has dropped to 5 cts. a pound. 
Economic conditions, national temperament, and environment, 
susceptibility to and influence of various labour and socialistic 
movements, and differing standards of living, all more or less 
have had their effect upon the work of the Church in these 
communities. In all, we have in these various islands 34 
congregations and filials, some in towns of varying size up 
to stirring cities like Port of Spain, Bridgetown, and St. 
Thomas. Others are in isolated and backward communities. 
differing again in degree like the congregations in St. John’s 
(St. Jan), Tobago, North Trinidad, Sto. Domingo, and, in 
Antigua, Grace Hill, Grace Bay and Five Islands. The com- 
plexion, character and demands of the work in these times of 
transition and readjustment can fairly well be estimated from 
this brief preface. In a Province so widely diverse in charac- 
ter, in order to comprehend one should go into details more 
than is possible in such a Report, but only salient events can 
be mentioned, though these may not always be conclusive. 
A short extract from each Island Report may lead to a clearer 
idea of the work during the vear under review. 


Sto. Domingo. The superintendent begins his Report thus: 
‘‘Our brother, Edwin Brown, and family, after ten months’ 
residence at San Agustin (La Romana) was compelled last 
April, because of a breakdown in health, to return to England. 
We muss his valuable help and advice.’’ In May Br. Jonathan 
Richards was called to this charge as assistant to the super- 
intendent. ‘The young people of this congregation are being 
trained to help in.the work, and considerable progress has 
been made during the year. With a strong Day-school at 
this station, we would have a fine work, reaching the parents 
and children of this growing town. At San Pedro the work 
has continued in an even course. ‘The evil effects of the with- 
drawal of Mr. Philips, the former minister, who carried a 
number of members with him to the United Negro Improve- 
ment Association, are being slowly overcome. We are glad 
to say that our Church'is considered by the body of the people 
as the leading Church, and we are often called on to visit 
strangers. Regular visits are made to the outlying estates 
Consuelo, Porvenir, Santa Fe and Soco. Considering the 
hard times through which we have passed in 1921, we must 


thank God for what has been done, though the number of 
true believers is small. It must be understood that ‘we are 
not working in a Moravian community, but among people 
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of all Churches. Our great problem is to direct the souls of 
men to the unsearchable riches of Christ, that they may for- 
sake the perishing things of the world, and accept the gospel 
in all its fullness and beauty. 


The Virgin Islands of the United States. In St. Croix, 
the year as reported by the superintendent has been in many 
respects a gloomy one. On account of the strike of 1921 the 
fields had been neglected, and the crop was a very small one. 
In addition, two of the large sugar concerns suspended work 
for a time, placing our people in further straitened circum- 
stances. Consequent upon this, though willing, our members 
were unable to meet their Church requirements, financially. 
At Friedensberg the congregation has been much disturbed 
by a disagreement between the minister and his church officers. 
This culminated, in the latter part of the year, in a public 
scandal involving the arrest of the former and his dismissal 
from the ministry of the Church. As a result, the congrega- 
tion has been much upset and, to some extent, divided. Liat- 
terly the minds of the people seem to be returning to a more 
healthy condition. Since October the work has been con- 
aucted by the other ministers, ably assisted by the leading 
helper, Mr. Moorhead. The superintendent emphasises the 
urgent necessity for the early appointment of a minister to 
this congregation. In matters spiritual there has been some 
evident progress. ‘The meetings of Mr. Tibbetts, of the 
‘“Gospel Volunteers of the World,’’ in February, as well 
the anniversary of the renewal of the Church in June, proved 
seasons of refreshing. 


St. Thomas and St. John’s (St. Jan) in these islands con- 
stitute one “‘Conference.’’ In the town of St. Thomas there 
is a large congregation worshipping at the Memorial Church, 
one of six denominations and four sectarian bodies in a popu- 
lation of about 9,000 people in the two islands. We have a 
congregation in a healthy spintual condition in the western 
district attached to the Nisky station, a small filial at New 
Herrnhut, once ministering to a large population and the 
oldest station in all our mission fields, and two congregations, 
Kmmaus and Bethany, respectively in the eastern and western 
parts of St. John’s (St. Jan), the nearby island. Country and 
Lusy, restless town life commingle in these islands, and affect 
estimates of results and progress. The superintendent men- 
lions as the principal political events a change of Governors, 
the popular Admiral Kittelle being. succeeded by Captain 
Hough, a sensible and conservative executive, the introduction 
of a new system of taxation of yet uncertain character, and 
the sending of a delegation to Washington to secure a modifica- 
tion of the prohibition and shipping ‘laws. In the congrega- 
tion at the Memorial Church, and in the country districts, the 
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bi-centenary celebration was observed by special services on 
the three days, the 17th, 18th and 19th of June, the crowning 
occasion being the public meeting on the 19th presided over 
by Admiral Kittelle. The religious life of the congregation 
has been favourably affected by these days of commemoration, 
by the services of the Week of Prayer, the meetings of Mr. 
Tibbetts, and a week of special services in the latter part of 
the year in conjunction with the other Protestant: Churches 
of the town. The Rev. A. B. Romig resumed the charge of 
the Nisky congregation in, April in succession to the Rey. A. 
H. Leshe. The latter, at the close of a pastorate of two 
years in the most difficult times succeeding the war, seemed 
encouraged by an improvement in the congregation. ‘The 
present pastor notes the effects of the changing times of 
transition during the past five years from the restraints and 
discipline of a paternal Government to the greater freedom 
of a republic. The tendency of the people to emigrate con- 
tinues. St. Thomas is too small, and the opportunities for 
advancement too few, to supply the demand for places such 
as our people desire, and the mainland is near and alluring. 
The year in both islands has been one of drought and scarcity. 
Money has been scant, but none have been near starvation, 
as in other lands. In St. John’s (St. Jan) the year has been 
rather depressing, but ‘‘zeal has been manifest, and the Lord’s 
house has continued to attract.’’ Weekday’ Bible schools have 
Leen successfully conducted in four districts of the EKmmaus 
part of the island. A great blow was the death of Dr. Pierre, 
a ‘‘good physician’’ and one much loved by the people. A 
drought of unusual length and severity made the lot of all 
very hard, and the loss of animals on the different estates 
was very great; but the pastor adds: ‘*The hills have for the 
inost part suffered for lack of rain, and the flowers—lovely in 
St. John’s—have been absent; but we believe there have been 
showers of spiritual grace, as evidenced by many lives. Mr. 
Jacobs continues to minister with much faithfulness and joy, 
thougn often in weakness, to the congregation at Bethany. 


Antigua and St. Kitts. We quote from the superintend- 
ent’s Report:—‘‘The stations in Antigua have been variously 
effected by the conditions of the year. The communicant 
membership stands the same ag in the previous year, but the 
total membership shows an snalacse of 60. According to the 
census, our Church in Antigua forms over a quarter of the 
population of the island. The year 1922 has been the hardest 
of many years. A planter recently stated that wages were 
at present just the same as in 1889, when he first teok up 


work in Antigua. 


We have in this island the six principal congregations of 
Spring Gardens, in the city of St. John’s, and, circling the 
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country districts, Green Bay, Cedar Hall, Grace Hill, Lebanon, 
and Newfield, with the filials Five Islands, Grace Bay, Cana, 
Potters, Gracefield and Beth: any. ‘The year, though a trying 
one, has through the zeal of pastors and people been on the 
whole nt gy a Spring Gardens has completely renovated 
its church. building, installing electric light; Green Bay and 
Five Islands have 0s eae cheerfully to pastoral efforts and 
fulfilled over and above their financial obligations ; and pastors 
and ‘people at Cedar Hall, Lebanon and Newfield continue to 
co-operate cheerfully and have achieved spiritual results. ‘The 
personnel of the st: aff was changed by the removal, in Novem- 
ber, of Br. and Sr. Trowell to Tobago. Their successors, 
Br. and Sr. Colin Willams, came during the last month of 


the year, so that their work can hardly be considered a part 
of 1922. 


In St. Kitts the most prominent event was the death, on 
May 30th, in the prime of life and usefulness, of the Rev. 
AX. TIT. King, pastor of the Basseterre congregation. At the 
end of the year this vacancy has not yet been filled, but the 
congregation has kept up remarkably well under the super- 
vision of the Rev. Mansfield Williams, pastor of Bethesda, 
with the assistance of faithful lay help. All the congrega- 
tions have done well, the smallest one, Bethel, at the greatest 
distance from town, having more than fulfilled all its financial 
obligations and increased its membership. In both these 
islands, bi-centenary celebrations were occasions of great zeal 
and interest. In Antigua, in addition to an overflowing public 
meeting at Spring Gardens, there was a grand concert by the 
combined choirs of all the congregations of the mission, and a 
most solemn and helpful joint communion service. 


Barbados and Tobago. ‘The superintendent of the former 
island begins his Report thus:—‘‘The people and the country 
are materially in pretty much the same condition as in pre- 
vious years. In many ways there has been an improvement 
over last year.’’ Speaking of Sharon, the oldest and largest 
congregation, of which he is the pastor, Br. Oehler mentions 
many encouraging features of the work. ‘‘Quite an enthu- 
silastic juvenile missionary meeting was held there in October, 
presided over by a young lad, and excellent addresses were 
made by him and other children. Nearly every child brought 
an envelope offering, and the children are enthusiastic for 
another meeting. ‘The bi-centenary celebration of the Church 
was duly observed according to the programme suggested by 
the Board. On Saturday, June 17th, the church bell was 
rung at noon, all members having been urged to join in prayer 
at that hour. On the next day, Sunday, very earnest sermons 
were preached in all the churches. On August the 13th, 


most appropriate occasion, a solemn communion service was 
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held at Sharon, the church being crowded with communicants 
from all the congregations.’’ Optimism characterises the 
review of the year from the outlook of the Sharon pastor, the 
Report of the congregation closing with this summary,:—‘* We 
Leg to report a bright Sunday School, lively and spiritual 
Sunday and week- night services, and an increase in numbers, 
both in the Sunday School and in the communicant class.’ 
Less optimistic in regard to the island generally is the estimate 
of another pastor. Barbados is characterised as ‘‘a land of 
churches, chapels, ‘missions,’ and sectarians of various 
descriptions, principally American ; but amusements, pleasures, 
dress and the love of money are the gods of many. The great 
need is not so much preaching, but careful exposition of the 
Word of God. Faith in the Lord Jesus Christ and love to all 
the saints is not seen enough.’’ ‘The death of the Rev. Oscar 
Haynes in July threw the care of the Bridgetown congrega- 
tion on the shoulders of the superintendent, “but he was ably 
and zealously assisted by the brethren R. Taylor and R. M. 
Cummings. Relief came in November when the Rev. H. 
Lloyd arrived from ‘Tobago, and assumed the charge of the 
congregation. 


Tobago. ‘The island of Tobago is associated politically 
and economically with Trinidad, being called the ‘‘ward’’ of 
the latter. It 1s described by the superintendent as beautiful 
and healthy. The climate is pleasant, the scenery charming, 
and the soil rich and fertile. By some it is thought to be the 
scene of the story of Robinson Crusoe. The population is 
mainly composed of peasant proprietors. Its one great draw- 
back is the lack of direct communication with the outside 
world; so that the small peasant proprietors have to sell locally 
or through some middle man in Port of Spain. Ordinarily 
the people do well, but the prevailing commercial depression 
has affected both Church and Island finances. A heavy set- 
back was the abnormal rainfall on the 8th and 9th of Septem- 
ber, when the hilly district in the middle and northern part 
of the island suffered from landslides and wash-outs. These 
things have affected church attendance, and an absence from 
worship has not furthered a longing for God’s presence. The 
year has been marked by a change in the personnel of the 
missionary staff. Br. and Sr. Lloyd, after six years of faith- 
ful and endearing labours among their flock at Montgomery, 
were called to Barbados, and were succeeded by Br. and Sr. 
Trowell from Antigua. Another change has been the removal 
from Spring Gardens of the head teacher and catechist, Br. 
W. C. John, to the work on the North Coast of Trinidad= The 
rew school code, adopted January Ist, 1928, imposes heavy 
responsibilities on the Churches, and added to this possible 
strain on our finances is the loss of £30 per annum in the

ecclesiastical grant to Tobago. The hope is expressed that a 
return to normal times may enable our people to meet these 
responsibilities. ) 


Trinidad. The superintendent of Trinidad describes the 
year as on the whole favourable to our people, though trade 
depression made itself felt in the closing months of the year. 
He notes two events likely to affect the Colony—the arrival 
of a new Governor, Sir Samuel Herbert Wilson, and the in- 
vestigation of the question of legislative reform by a com- 


mission, under the leadership of Major Charles Wood, Under 


Secretary of State; larger franchise is also likely to be granted 
in the near future. These circumstances have created a feel- 
ing of uncertainty among the people, and are reflected in the 
religious life of the community. The two congregations in 
Port of Spain, Rose Hill and Belmont, have made satisfactory 
progress. Says Br. Schouten: ‘‘Bi-centenary services on 
the 17th and 18th of June afforded a valued opportunity for 
a practical expression. of gratitude to God for the life and 
work of the Church through which the message of salvation 
was brought to us.’’ The North Coast mission has_ been 
unfavourably affected by Various circumstances; the report 
refers to bad crops, low prices, and unemployment, all creat- 
ing a restless spint in that rather isolated district. Both 
IL’Anse Noire and Manantial have suffered a loss in communi- 
cant membership. The return of Br. John as _ teacher- 
catechist has been a real boon to the work. ‘Trinidad is the 
largest island of the Windward group. ‘The census returns 
of 1921 tell of 1,891 Moravians scattered over the land, many 
of whom are away from all Christian influences by reason of 
isolation. The North Coast mission ministers only to a portion 
of these. ‘“‘T’o seek out and care for the submerged numbers 
would afford scope for all the energies and resources of our 
Church in Trinidad’’ is the closing sentence of the super- 
intendent’s Report. 


These rather lengthy extracts have seemed necessary for 
a comprehension of the extent, peculiarities, and difficulties 
in the work in this Province of widely scattered islands and 
oreatly differing peoples. ‘The progress recorded under the 
peculiar conditions 1s real and most gratifying, and represents 
much self-sacrificing labour on the part of the various pastors. 
In some instances they have been hampered by inadequate 
salaries, one of the greatest drawbacks to efficient and satis- 
factory work. This has been especially the case in town 
congregations and in households where there are growing 
children. ‘The old days have passed, not likely to return; and 
readjustments in these particulars of stipends, where the 
demands on the minister among a poor and backward people 
are so great, are urgently necessary, if efficient men from 
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abroad as well as from our own congregations are to be drafted 
into our ministry. At present, owing to uncertainty as to 
Provincial income and shortage of men, two very important 
stations being without a minister at the time of wrjting, we 
may be brought face to face with the necessity of retrench- 
ment where our usefulness will be very considerably curtailed. 
While, therefore, rather heavy clouds hang over us as we 
enter the new year, our review of the mercies vouchsafed and 
the results achieved hearten us, and, trusting in the same 
divine goodness that has brought us thus far, we thank God 


and take courage.

WEST INDIES (WJamaica.) 


REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1922.

HOSE who have not had much experience in writing 


| 


Annual Reports may be led to suppose that it is an 


easy task: so much paper, so many words, and the 


iob 1s completed. But Annual Reports are written 
with a purpose, namely, to inform the interested and to in- 
crease sympathetic interest. It is a great source of encourage- 
ment to us on the field to know that there are many in the 
Home Provinces who follow with deep sympathy and prayer- 
ful interest what takes place in Jamaica, and I desire to assure 
all such that the knowledge of their attitude toward us is a 
constant source of help and inspiration. What your prayers 
and interest are to us you may not realise; but we on the 
spot know. 


| 

It is a pity that so little is known of Jamaica by the public 
at large. I noticed that, in an address by a lady who was 
opening a Sale of Work in aid of our Missions, Labrador and 
the West Indies were grouped together and sympathy was 
claimed for those who have to spend long lonely winter ‘nights 
in these fields. We have a winter, but it is not the. winter 
of Labrador. It is much cooler than the summer is, for the 
thermometer sometimes goes as low as 50 degrees I*ahren- 
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heit. In these days of easy communication, it is a pity that 
more of the travelling Moravian public do not visit Jamaica, 
and get first-hand information about our work. A very hearty 
welcome awaits any brethren or sisters who will present them- 
selves at any of our parsonages. We enjoy such visits and 
find them stimulating. First-hand information would thus 
be gained, 


One of the difficulties of this field 1s that Jamaica 1s not 
a manufacturing country. It is sometimes desembed as being 
‘‘purely agricultural,’’ but the expression is musleading to 
those who are unacquainted with local conditions. ‘There are 
few places where the plough can be used. For instance, corn 
(maize) grows beautifully and bears well, but it must be culti- 
vated by means of the fork and hoe. ‘The ‘‘Man with the 
hoe’’ is classic, but would not get far in the cornfields of 
Kansas, for instance. We cultivate our yams and various 
potatoes in the same way. ‘The small proprietor cultivates 
his sugar-cane in the same way. Even the land for ginger 
is prepared, except in rare cases, with the hoe. The conse- 
quence is that it is only in exceptional cases that the peasant, 
even if he owns his land. can earn more than a bare com- 
petency. Where, therefore, the Island suffers from drought, 
as was the case during the year under review, our members, 
who as a rule belong to the peasant class, find it difficult to 
meet their various obligations ; and when they pay their church 
dues it represents real sacrifice. Though Jamaica is known 
as ‘““The Land of Wood and Water,’’ it is only the eastern 
parishes (the Island is divided into 14 parishes, which repre- 
sent political, not religious, divisions) which are well supplied 
with rivers and springs. Our work hes for the most part 
in the western parishes. - Westmoreland (where are situated 
Salem, Carmel and Beaufort) enjoyed a plentiful rainfall, but 
St. Ehzabeth and Manchester (in which parishes we have 
nineteen congregations and out-stations) suffered severely from 
lack of rain. The congregations at Lititz and Ballard’s 
Valley suffered most, where for the most of the year they 
hardly had drinking water. Fairfield and Bethabara were also 
exceptionally dry. “In consequence the coffee crop, upon which 
our people largely depend for ready money, though promising 
well, proved very disappointing. Besides the drought, the 
Colony was experiencing a time of adjustment after the sugar 


slump, and our people had again to learn to think in sixpences 
instead of half-crowns. 


Under these circumstances it is highly satisfactory to be 
able to state that the financial end of the work was fully 
sustained, though one or two of the ministers failed to receive 
their salaries. Wherever building operations were being car- 
ried on, there the strain was greatest; and it does seem to 
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be specially hard that the minister should have to suffer 
because he is head and front in seeing that the church build- 
ings are being erected or kept in repair. I have not, however, 
heard any complaining on the part of the ministers. Your 
missionaries, whether foreign or native, are doing your work 
uncomplainingly. The new church at Aberdeen, so well begun 
last year, has been continued and pushed, and this activity 
seems to have found a reflex in the spiritual life of the con- 
gregation. The two leading helpers give gratuitous service in 
conducting the public services in the absence of the minister 
and church dues are met uncomplainingly. At» Eden the 
heavy repairs are still being effected, though not with such 
rapidity, as in temporal matters this congregation is not as 
favourably place as the one at Aberdeen. At Broadleaf the 
church and minister’s house have been put in thorough order 
with money raised by the congregation. 


Foot and Mouth Disease broke out in the parishes of 
Hanover and Westmoreland about the middle of the year. An 
expert had to be imported from England, and the affected 
districts were put under quarantine. There was a movement 
to destroy all pigs and goats, but this has not yet been carried 
into effect. If it had been done, the small settlers would 
have suffered severely. At the time of writing the disease 
seems to be well in hand, but none of the cattle in the affected 
districts can be sold to the outside parishes. This, of course, 
affects the districts concerned very adversely. 


With reference to the spiritual side of the work, it is not 
without encouragement. Many reports from the congregations 
mention increased Sunday attendances. The Evangelistic 
Committee appointed by last synod has been at work. No 
striking results have been reported, but indirect results have 
not been wanting. It is hoped that as the Committee gains 
experience the outward results will be more apparent. 


There is a slight falling off in the communicant member- 
ship, which is more apparent than real. But there is an 
increase in candidates, or ‘“‘baptized adults,’’ which is very 
encouraging, 


The educational work of the Province has been carried on 
throughout the year, but with increased difficulty. There is 
a tendency on the part of some who hold positions of influence 
to make all schools ‘‘Government schools,’’ though the Gov- 
ernment itself admits that it is not in a position to supply 
the necessary buildings. The tendency is to erect Govern- 
ment buildings, wherever possible, and _ this makes the 
authorities less willing to afford needed assistance to voluntary 
schools. We are very thankful for such help as we continue 


wo get from England. A very needy case is that of Clapham, 
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where it has become necessary to erect a new stone building 
for our school, which is a very important outpost for the 
congregation at Fulneck. Brother Gale has encouraged the 
people, who have nobly responded, but the building is still 
far from completion, and funds are exhausted. 


We in common with the other parts of the Unity celebrated 
the Bi-centennial of the renewal of the Church at Herrnhut 
with benefiting ceremonies. The exercises were not all as 
elaborate as they were in well-organised congregations in the 
Home Provinces, but they were all characterised by great 
warmth and enthusiasm. 


We are still in great difficulties as to the supply of the 
ministry. . We have several promising candidates, but no 
means of training them. I mention the fact again, because, 
if any brother or sister or group of brethren could guarantee, 
say, £100 for five years, we think we could make arrange- 
ments whereby our men could secure, one at a time, a very 
good and suitable training in connection with another 
denominational school, which is well staffed. Men we must 
have, and if we cannot get trained men we will have to use 
untrained men. ‘That will be the beginning of the end. 


Before closing, | would like to say that for many years 
we have been systematically aiming at self-support and self- 
supply. I think that we have done as well as could be ex- 
pected. One denomination at work in Jamaica, which for 
many decades has boasted of its independence, has recently 
appealed to England and America for assistance; and has 
received it. The British authorities have sent out a repre- 
sentative to administer the funds. Our Church is receiving 
far less from the home authorities than it did, say, twenty 
years ago. The fact that our work is efficient is a tribute to 
the loyalty of our native brethren, whose salaries are less than 
those of other native workers attached to British and American 
Missionary Societies. 


{ wish publicly to express our appreciation of kind assist- 
ance received in various ways from our various Mission Boards. 
The British Board especially has placed us under a deep 
obligation by procuring for us the efficient help of Miss 
Wookey, B.A., for our Bethlehem Training College. 


With a deep sense of gratitude for spiritual and temporal 
mercies received and enjoyed throughout the past year, this 
report is submitted.

I God is still the same as in days of old. And if we only trust 
in Him we need not feel discouraged, and He will bless us. 
And He has blessed us. In August it was decided by the 
Unity Conference that Unyamwezi should remain a Mission 
of the Moravian Church and that the work should be resumed. 


In December the first band of new missionaries arrived in 
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the field. And we were allowed to see how He had blessed 
the work carried on throughout the year chiefly by our native 


helpers. There were 424 baptized adults-and children at the 


beginning of it; and there were 471 when it ended. ‘There 
* . were, on January Ist, 1922, 236 people under instruction 
4 in our hearers’ and catechumens’ classes at our various stations 
and out-stations. On December 31st they numbered 452. 


Usoke was visited in February, and Sikonge and Ipole in 
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May. Urambo and Kitunda were not visited, as the writer 


of this Report was absent from the field for six months, viz., 
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from June 7th till December &th. 
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Tabora. 


The public services were well attended. ‘The church was 
crowded Sunday after Sunday with the exception of a few 
Sundays shortly after we had jleft for Europe. But, as in 
previous years, none of those who filled our church were 
| natives of labora. ‘They are very friendly to us whenever 
S| they meet us. And they have no objection to being taught 
secular knowledge by us. But they do not want our religion. 
; Jesus is to them the ‘‘Nabii Isa,’’ just as Adam, Noah, 
ne Abraham, Moses and others are the prophets of Allah, accord- 
§ ing to Mohammedan teaching. That He by. the Christians 
is called the Son of God is to them blasphemy. The congre- 
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gations that fill our church are converts and adherents of 
almost every Missionary Society working in Central Ainica. 
On January Ist the Tabora congregation consisted of only 
three men. On December 3lst it numbered 14 men, three 
women and two boys. ‘There was thus an increase of 16 
souls. On April 2nd 13 adults, viz., 10 men and three 
women, were baptized, and, on the Sunday following, two 
children. Two men, being converts of other Missionary 
Societies, joined our Church and our Tabora congregation. 
And one man, instructed and baptized at our Tabora station, 
left us to re-join the Church of which he had been an adherent 
before he came to Tabora. 


Our Tabora Church members and those converts of other 
Missionary Societies whom their occupation has brought to 
this place, and who keep in touch with us, showed much and 
wholesome activity. Collections were taken at fixed intervals. 
They were always ready to help those at our other stations 
who were in need of help. 

One of our converts, who at one time had gladly suffered 
mockery and ill-treatment at the hands of her Mohammedan 
relatives for the sake of the Lord, has been led astray. She 
was induced by some women to start brewing native beer, 
it being pointed out to her that that was a profitable business. 
She started; and soon she took to drinking herself, and has 
now become a slave to it. And it seems as if there is but 
little hope that she will again become what she once was, a 
light in her dark surroundings. Yet, we know that nothing 
is impossible with God, provided we do our duty. 

The work at Tabora has, since June, been carried on by 
Isai Maganga. It is in many ways different from the work 
at our country stations, and often rather difficult. But he 
has it well in hand, as far as we can see. Isai Maganga was 
for several years our cook, and acquired in his spare time a 
fairly good education for a Munyamwezi. 

There are at present 26 people under instruction in_ the 
hearers’ and catechumens’ class at ‘Tabora. 


Urambo. 

Urambo was not visited in 1922. Time and circumstances 
would not allow of it. But our helper Yohanesi Malima has 
done good work together with his assistants. When, in April, 
he heard of our going home on furlough he came to Tabora 
to request me to baptize those catechumens whom he had in- 
structed. I thought that they ought rather to wait until | 
returned again. But he looked at it differently. And his argu- 
ment was that they might in the end. get tired of waiting. 
Some of them had already been asked by ‘Br. J. Terp to wait,

because they were at that time too young. Now they were 
grown-up people, and knew what it meant to become Chris- 
tians. And they were longing for it. But they might grow 
tired, if they were now to be put off again. It was “arranged 
that they should come to Tabora, as it was impossible for me 
to go to Urambo. On May 6th Yohanesi brought the candi- 
dates, accompanied by many of their relatives, both Christians 
and heathen.. They were examined in the afternoon. They 
did not know every Bible story in detail. But they were well 
acquainted with the great essentials of our Christian faith. 
They were baptized on the following day—1ll men and six 
women. 


At the request of the chief of Vuvogo a school was started 
at his residence by a young man of our Urambo congregation, 
Esau Kayanda by name. Vuyogo is a small district west of 
Urambo. The chief himself has asked for instruction in the 
Word of God, and has promised to build a house for school 
and church, and also huts for the teachers. Esau being still 
a very young man, it was decided that Samweli Munuki, 
formerly helper at Urambo, should be sent there to his assist- 
ance. ‘The evangelistic work rests now in the hands of Sam- 
weli, while Esau’s main work 1s to keep school. 


It was mentioned in the last Report that the former helper, 
Abraham Mavuki, and his brother Zakaria Kasele, were in- 
volved in local political intrigues, and were accused by the 
chief Kaswa, of Urambo, of having plotted against him in 
favour of a daughter of the famous Mirambo. Kaswa de- 
manded that they should leave the country. In the latter 
part of 1922 Kaswa was dismissed, on account of inability 
caused by intoxicating drinks. For the election of a new chief 
various people were on the list, amongst others also our helper 


Yohanesi Malima, who is of noble birth, and Kivete, the 
daughter of Mirambo. Yohanesi requested that his name might 
be taken off the list, as he desired to remain a teacher with 
the Mission. His request was granted, and the result of 
the electié6n was that Kivete became chieftainess. The two 
men, Abraham and Zakaria; who suffered expulsion for her 
sake are now much favoured at court. Kivete is a Moham- 
medan convert. And her husband is said to be a Moham- 
medan teacher at Tabora. What her attitude will be towards 
the mission work in her district remains to be seen. It is 
deplorable that there are no better Christians in her vicinity 
than Abraham and Zakaria, who, according to infornfation 
received from Yohanesi, are still impenitent. 


There are 23 people under instruction in the hearers’ and 
catechumens’ classes at the station and in Vuyogo. 
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Usoke 


Usoke was visited in February, on which occasion three 
children were christened and Holy Communion was celebrated. 
Seven men and three-women partook of the Lord’s Supper. 


Usoke is at present the station in Unyamwezi which is 
most exposed to influences contrary to our own cause. Mo- 
hammedanism is exceedingly strong in that part of the country, 
and so is heathenism. The Roman Catholics are advancing 
along the Central Railway. lt was stated in the Report of 
last year that their nearest out-school was situated at a dis- 
tance of about seven miles. We are now practically encircled 
by their out-schools, of which the two nearest are built at a 


distance of some four miles only. ‘There seems to be a long- 
ing for education among the people. And, as we were unable 


to satisfy them, they went to the Roman Catholics, who sup- 
plied them with school material’and partly also with teachers. 
Some of the teachers were educated at our Usoke school in 
pre-war days. Our helper Abel told me in December that 
many of the people would rather see us at work amongst 
them than the Roman Catholics. They had also mentioned 
this to their chief, the Sultan of Unyanyembe; and he had 
subsequently informed Abel that he would like to see us erect 
schools not far from those of the R.C.’s. If the people decided 
in our favour, the R.C.’s would be ahd to withdraw, and 
vice versa. ‘The Sultan, although a Mohammedan, is friendly 
‘towards us and would like to see us gaining ground. Such 
expressions of opinion on the part of native chiefs are, how- 
ever, always to be taken cum gqrano salis. The area around 
Usoke is more dense ly populated than around any other of our 
stations. We hope we may be able to man that station in 
1923, and trust we shall be able to regain a good deal of the 


lost sphere of influence. That is also important from another 


point of view. The loss of the area around Usoke would 
mean nothing less to us that this, that Unyamwezi would 
cease to exist as one united whole from Urambo to Kitunda. 
Urambo would become isolated. 


Meanwhile, Abel and his assistants, Paulo and: Yonatan, 
are doing their best to keep the small congregation together. 
They are also instructing a class of hearers and catechumens, 
and are keeping school. One of our Usoke Christians, Stefano 
Kasele by name, has started a small work in Vuyumbu, to 
the west of Usoke. And in Ushisha, a district bordering on 
Usoke, a catechumen is instructing a number of people in the 
Word of God. He is blind, but well versed in Bible history 
and the essentials of our Christian faith. These are signs 
that there is a longing for God amongst the people. 
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Sikonge. 


The chief who reigned in Ngulu (Ngulu being the name 
of the country in w hich Sikonge is situated) since 1918 was 
dismissed in the beginning of the year. He showed’ himself 
very friendly to the Mission, and it was hoped that his in- 
fluence would have been of benefit to the furtherance of our 
cause in this part of Unyamwezi. His successor is a young 
man who, soon after his election, was made subordinate 
to the Sultan of U nyanyembe by our Government. His att- 
tude towards the mission work is as yet quite indifferent. 


The work was carried on by Daniel Kugaiwa and Matia 
Kasumali at the station, and by Yosefu Lyova and Mesaka 
Kanyika at the out-station of Mwivono, until some time in 
May. ‘Then a change took place. Yosefu was accused by 
the sub-chief of Mwivono of having refused to pay homage 
to the new chief. During the proceedings it was found that 
the accusation was nothing but a base calumny. He was 
acquitted. Yet, for the sake of peace, and in view of the 
work, 1t was necessary to transfer him. He went to Iwen- 
sato, in Ugunda, and will be stationed at Kipanga, a former 
out-station of Sikonge, in order to resume the work there. 


In May. nine men, 12 women and six children were 
baptized at Sikonge. ‘They belong partly to the Sikonge and 
partly to the Mwivono congregation. There are now 136 
baptized, viz., 94 adults and 42 children, at the two places. 
The hearers’ and catechumens’ classes are attended by 67 
people. 


Sikonge is, since December, the head-station in Unyam- 
wezi and the temporary place of residence of the new 
missionaries. 

Our helpers Mateo Mwinyi and Lukas Masamalo, together 
with their assistants, displayed much activity. It is their 
desire to see schools and preaching-places erected in every 
part of Ugunda. And a good start has already been made. 
Work was carried on uninterruptedly at the. station as well 
as at three out-stations. Forty-two persons were baptized 
in May. ‘They had been instructed by Lukas and Mateo at 
Ipole and at Iwensato. In the beginning of the year, as 
stated above, three out-stations|were connected with Tpole. 
Two out-schools were opened in May, and one more in the 
latter part of the year And there are still people waiting for 
teachers. It is hoped that we shall be able to comply ‘with 
their requests in the course of 1923. It is, however, neces- 
sary, before we can open more schools, to have some more 
teachers trained. ‘Those in our employ at present, both 
evangelists and teachers, are greatly in need of further train- 
ing, as they have forgotten a good deal of what they once 
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knew during the years that have passed since the interruption 
of the work in 1916. 


Ninety-seven baptize dd Christians apie now to our Ipole 
station, of whom 75 are adults and 22 children. One hundred 
and thirty-seven people, 74 men iy 63 women, attend the 
hearers’ and catechumens’ classes at the station and at the 
varlous Out-stations. 


Kitunda was not visited during 1922. And there is but 
little to be said abouc that far-away station. It was reported 
last year that the number of Church members amounted | 


1921 to 200. According to statements of our helpers there 
were only 143 Church members in Kiwere at the end of the 
year. Four have died during the year, and ten have removed 


to Ipole and Sikonge. But the whereabouts of 41 Church 
members could not be ascertained. Many have left in search 
of work, 1n order to earn money for their taxes and for cloth- 
ing. ‘Their wives and families remain behind, often in misery 
and exposed to the temptations of the flesh. The where- 
abouts of a few are known. But nothing has been heard of 
many, who left long ago. They may return again, but it is 
quite uncertain, 

Yakobo Mengo, once our helper at our out-station of 
Ipembe, who, in 1920, consented to be installed according 
to heathen custom as the headman of the Sultana for the 
people living on the landed estate of our Mission, came in 
May for the second time to ‘Tabora, in order to again have a 
talk with me about his past and to tell me personally how 
deeply he regretted his sin. Timidly he asked me whether 
he might be allowed to teach his wife, who is heathen still, 
in the Word of God, together with a few relatives who were 
staying at the same place with him. I gave my consent, feel- 
ing that it was his sincere desire to again become a fruitful 
member of the Church. He scinheaimiial me on his way 
back as far as Sikonge. There we met some of the Kitunda 
helpers, whom I had asked to come and see me before I left 
for Europe. I acquainted them with what had passed between 
Yakobo and myself, and requested them to help him to make 
a new start by showing him their brotherly love and con- 
fidence. Shortly afterwards I received a letter from him over- 
flowing with joy and thankfulness that he had been counted 
worthy of being readmitted to the work he once had left, 
blinded by the desire of gaining earthly power and worldly 
profit. 


The helpers requested me before they left to sanction their 
desire to make Yohanes Kipamila, the first fruits of Unyam- 
wezl, their elder and the spiritual adviser of all our converts 
living in Kiwere. ‘Their request was’ gladly complied with, 
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Yohanes being one of our most faithful and well-grounded 
Christians throughout the whole of Unyamwezi. 

The helpers told me much about our converts in Kiwere, 
and how difficult it is for many of them to keep ,straight. 
They are fighting, but they often surrender to the powers they 
are fighting against. We all know how hard it is for awakened 
people at home, surrounded by formal Christianity, when 
treated with contempt or even indifference not to grow luke- 
warm and thus, by and by, run the risk of falling back into 
their old life, where there is nobody to lend them a helping 
hand. And out here it is many times more difficult for these 
babes in Christ to remain faithful. ‘The longer one lives out 
here the more one gets to understand what a power heathenism 
is, and especially where it is amalgamating with Moham- 
medanism. ‘The helpers told many a sad story of struggles 
in which Christians had at last given way to those infernal 
powers. But they were also able to tell us how a few had 
gained ground. They further told me that there were many 
in Kiwere who were longing for instruction. Especially one 
case deserves mention. It was at Mpule, the residence of the 
fanatic Mohammedan husband of the Sultana, where some 
people called on Davidi asking him to teach them the Word 
of God. ‘‘But we know,’’ they added, ‘“‘that Rajabu (the 
Sultana’s husband) will not like it, and will treat you badly ; 
and we are therefore willing to come to your house at night. 
But, please, teach us. We are not afraid of either hons or 
leopards.’’ As for Davidi, he was not afraid of Rajabu. And 
so the instruction began—in broad daylight, of course. 

The Sultana Msawila died in July. And Rajabu, her 
much favoured husband, is now a plain citizen like everybody 
else in Kiwere. Sic transit gloria mundi: thus passeth away 
all earthly glory. The new chief is a heathen; and our helpers 
state, the Mohammedan propaganda has lost its strength. 

In December a list of questions was sent to our helpers 
at the various stations in order to obtain some information 
on certain points of importance. One of the questions asked 
ran thus: ‘‘Did Islam gain many followers in your neigh- 
bourhood in 1922?’’ The replies are interesting. Urambo: 
““Not one.’’  Usoke: ‘‘Yes; even at the station one.’ 
Sikonge: “‘None.’’ Ipole: ‘‘None.’’ Kitunda: ‘‘None.’’ 
Another question was: ‘‘Whichi religion do the people living 
in your neighbourhood like best, the Christian or the Moham- 
medan?’’ Here again the replies are interesting. Urambo: 
‘‘Ours.’’ Usoke: ‘‘They like the Christian religion better 
than the Mohammedan.’’ Sikonge: ‘‘It is uncertain; some 
like the Mohammedan others the Christian religion.’’ Tpole : 
‘They like the Christian religion best; Mohammedans are 
not liked in Ugunda.’’ Kitunda: ‘‘Our religion is liked; the 
Mohammedan not.’ 
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A word might be added about the spiritual state of our 
converts. Our Lord says: ‘‘By their fruits ye shall know 
them.’’ There are such fruits—a few fully developed, and 
others, buds still such as are to be found on good trees only. 
There were some mentioned under Tabora. ‘There are our 
helpers, who according to their ability are doing their best 
to be fruitful branches on the tree. ‘There is a sense of mutual 
care and mutual responsrbility—a virtue unknown ‘to the 
heathen. ‘They care for the aged and infirm in the congrega- 
tions as much as lies in their power. But being poor they 
can often not do much more for them than supply them with 
food. Mupiziwa, a member of our [pole congregation, got 
seriously injured at ‘Tabora in January. He was hovering 
between life and death. Being asked whether he was ready 
to appear before his judge, he replied that he knew his Saviour 
had forgiven him all his sins. While saying so a reflection 
of the peace of his heart passed over his face. When the 
Christians at Ipole heard of his accident many of them came 
to T'abora to visit him. Being the rainy season, when he 
should have cultivated his fields, the elders proposed that 
every member of the congregation should work three days in 
his fields. And so they did. But there are also drawbacks 
to be noted, fruits which are not grown on the good tree. 
There are the surrenders to the temptations of the flesh. 
There is the inclination towards intoxicating drinks. There 
is superstition, and in connection therewith the witch-doctor, 
whose power is rooted in the superstition of the people. Yet, 
considering the spiritual state of our Christians as a whole, 
and remembering that they have come directly from heathenism 
and are still surrounded by it, we must be thankful for the 
progress that has been made. 


We hope the new year will be a prosperous one also for 
our work in Unyamwezi. Some of the stations will be manned 
with missionaries. And two courses are planned for our 
helpers in 1923—in the first place, a course to take place in 
April, chiefly for those helpers who are engaged in evangelistic 
work, and later on, as soon as time will allow of it, a course 
for those of our helpers whose principal task it is to keep 
school.

At the 
time of writing we cannot say for certain how many passengers 
there will be on board when she leaves this country.

Karly letters from Labrador reached London on April 30th 
from Nain and Makkovik, and were dated respectively 
January 13th and 23rd. Br. P. Hettasch, who is in charge 


at Nain, writes as follows :—‘‘ You will be glad to learn that 
on Ncvuiatiat lCth the new missionary’s “tithes was sufficiently 
advanced to permit of our moving into it. There were but 


few people here at the time, but all turned out to join us 
when we dedicated the new house. Our folks expressed their 
great joy that there was again a mission-house. ‘This event 
meant by no means the cessation of building operations; on 
the contrary, while nearly all our helpers had left for their 
hunting- places, we ourselves had to put all our energy into 
the wort, carrying on daily until bed-time. Shortly before 
Christmas we had to stop, on account of the severe cold 
which set in. . . . Our people have, as usual, made use of 
the occasion which brought them all together for a little while. 
Men’s Meetings have been held, and one of the chief topics 
of discussion was the new church, to be built, D.V., this 
summer. ‘There is not one who is not willing to do his very 
best, in order that the new church may Ori built. Thanks 
were expressed by many for the help received and promised 
by Christian friends at home. As soon as the fox-hunting 
season is over—middle of March—the men have promised 
to go into the bays where good timber may be found, and fell 
trees for beams and boards. ‘This, of course, will be all free 
labour. ‘They are also collecting money to enable those who 
remain here in the spring, and build, to buy the necessaries 
of life. God grant that we may not merely build a church 
outwardly, but that His spiritual Church may be built in 
the hearts of our people.” 
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From Makkovik Br. W. Perrett writes:—‘‘After the 
Harmony left us in November we soon settled down to hard 
work. There was quite a lot to be done in as-short a time 
as possible, as winter was upon us. It was: not merely 
that we had to look after ourselves—that would have been 
a simple matter. The seventeen children in our care also 
required attention. ‘Their appetites are keen, and food must 
be prepared for them. In accordance with instructions we 
instituted common housekeeping, and my daughter, Edna, 
consented to be cook and housekeeper for the establishment. 
This was not a light task for her, as she only had the help 
of two inexperienced, unreliable girls for the two kitchens. 
But I was surprised how excellently she managed. Miss 
Rowe very willingly, and very ably, took over the care and 
teaching of the children—not a small undertaking when one 
remembers the differences in age and capabilities. She has 
the children very well in hand, and they are fond of her. 
For me there are all kinds of jobs found, from repairing stoves 
to helping make overalls and pinafores for the children! 
We have lately taken a more efficient help for the school 
kitchen, and that has relieved Edna and given her time to 
help with the teaching. Miss Rowe and Edna have asked 
me to take more boarders, and we are accordingly expecting 
some new arrivals in a few days. 


““Of course, having charge of both Makkovik and Hopedale, 
[ have to give some of my time to the latter place. I visited 
there after Christmas, and received a warm welcome. For 
the remainder of the winter and spring I expect to spend 
about two weeks at Makkovik and Hopedale alternately. But 
with what a fellow-worker terms ‘an eight-dog-power husky- 
motor,’ when one has perhaps to break a path on snow-shoes 
for the dogs, a journey of a hundred miles is not performed as 
quickly as by express train or aeroplane. One day on my 
recent visit to Hopedale my driver and I felt thankful when we 
had covered eighteen miles in eight hours, part of the time 
against a gale of bitterly cold wind. Jack Frost caught 
us both that day, as we found a couple of days later, 
when our chins began to peel and show signs of frost-burn. 
But it was not serious. . . . During my absence from the 
stations the chapel servants have; very willingly conducted the 
services to the best of their ability, and I am very grateful 
to them for the help they have rendered. For some of the 
chapel servants, especially at Hopedale, this extra church 
work and responsibility is certainly a tie, as they cannot go 
away trapping and hunting as they probably otherwise 
would do.
